Usually it Is produced only by 
hunger, but some monsters, like the 
bluefish, even when gorged, k ill for 
pure love of killing. 
Of the eternal warfare that goes on 
beneath the surface of the waves the 
same writer remarks: “They follow the 
prey like packs of wolves, and in turn 
are followed, band succeeding band, 
increasing in size as they decrease in 
numbers. The herrings eat the smaller 
fish, even their own young; they are 
harried by the bluefishes until a trail 
of blood stains the water, while fol­ 
lowing the bluefishes come the insati­ 
ate 
porpoises.

the 
weaker onee but breed. 
Many thou­ 
sands of eggs are spawned that a 
dozen or more may be hatched and 
brought to maturity. Billions are lost; 
yes, but millions survive. 
“The herrings move on the sea In 
uncountable numbers—in banks that 
are miles in length and width, iii wind­ 
rows so vast that they perhaps keep 
passing -one given point in unbroken 
succession for months at a time. Just 
so with the menhaden. 
A catch in a 
purse net of 500,(XX) is not infrequent. 
Such numbers are sufficient to with­ 
stand till the ravages of the natural 
enemy. 
The bass, the haddock and 
the pollock may kill to their hearts’ 
content, and still the menhaden will 
hold their own.”—Chicago News. 


T h e H e a r t * a; o f 
o p e n s —F o o d in th e 
S p r in g M o n th * . 
The rearing of queen bees is the sub­ 
ject of a timely bulletin by Dr. E. F. 
Phillips, an expert apiculturist of the 
department of agriculture. 
The ob­ 
ject of the bulletin is that successful 
methods may be more widely known. 
The author disclaims credit for origi­ 
nality Iii the methods described, bat 
states that all of them huve been suc­ 
cessfully tried by him. 
None of the 
appliances mentioned and illustrated 
are patented, and any beekeeper is at 
liberty to make them or any modifica­ 
tions of them that may seem good to 
him. 
The question arises In the mind 
of every beekeeper, “Will it pay me to 
rear my own queens?” It is true that 
very good untested queens can now be 
bought for $1 or even less, but where a 
large apiary is to be requeeued this 
amount, though small for one colony, 
becomes considerable when multiplied 
by a few score. 
Dr. Phillips’ very in­ 
forming bulletin (No. 25, bureau of en­ 
tomology) outlines a plan for rearing 
queens in the home apiary with tho 
minimum of labor and expense. 
B e e s N ow N eed P le n ty o f F o o d . 
Let it be borne in mind that no sort 
of neglect in regard to supplying bees 
with an abundance of food during Feb­ 
ruary, March and April is admissible, 
for if the colony is to be profitable 
when the honey season proper arrives 
it must be strong in numbers. 
Last 
year was one of the poorest for a hon­ 
ey yield ever kuown in the history of 
the country. 
To such an extent was 
this tile case that most bees went into 
winter quarters with an insufficient 
amount of stores to carry them through 
the winter, to say nothing about tho 
spring months.—Kansas Farmer.
